At an rarly hour Monday morning 
the strikers ojicncd fire on itelticcke 
miuea from u grove .100 ynrda off and 
gradually came nearer. One squad 
of 25 or .10 striker* stood within ftl 
yards of the main road nnd pepper 
ed the street, making- It so warm 
for the t'liurd who w:is patrolling in 
front of a row of miners' houses that 
he bent a hasty retreat. The house 
nearest the strikers was riddled with 
bullela. The resistance Monday morn- 
inff by the strikers wiia the most 
leterniined yet offered. Judpe Nnnn 
»a» e.-illetl to his office, the situation 
explained to him, and he immediately 
sent the tbnve tek'jrram. 

The sheriff la summoning every 
able-bodied man In the county. The\ 
ore bcinjr armed nnd will be plnceil 
tit the mines to protect the property. 
One hundred armed men have just 
arrived in a special train from Karl
